Dr. I. Garland Fenn, of Cm 
cinnati, Ohio, was aeked to aay some 
thing. He responded in his eharae 
teristic manner by commending the 
member* of the brotherhood for thi 
fine attendance, and explained the re 
la t ion of the Brotherhood to the va 
rious machinery of the Methodist 
Church, and showed no part could ad- 
vantage coaly be dispensed with.

I. No Help ■( Ebanszir, w. 1, 2. Eh-.

to rout the Israelite*. Inrael had 
alnnet) and needed correction (chapter 
7:3; Pa. 106:40,411. When Ood'S peo- 
ple neglect him iin»? weaken Untic- 
aelvei and easily become the pre* of 
their enemlea. Full often the church 
of today utaiids defeated and dle- 
g-raced, nay even turoa tte baok to the 
enemy, became 11 harbors aln and 
efnners In Its ranks (Josh. ?:12). 

II. Seeking Help. vv. 3-9. If Iarael 
really dealred to know the causa Of 
their discomfiture ther did not need to 
go far to seek It. The trouble was that 
they were not willing to lee and own 
It (L Cor. 11:31). The reasoning 
upon the part of these elders aeem* 
to be. "Why hare we. Israelite!, been 
smitten by theae Phlllatlnea who are 
not God's choaen people 7" It was 
absurd and unjust Tor them to bave 
to suffer We hear this same sort 
of reason lug today, whereas God would 
hare ub probe deeper and search our 
hearts, for If we regard Iniquity In 
our hearts the Lord will not hear as 
At Shlloh. Ell Is oaring for ihe ark. 
and with tbe fatalism and superstition 
Ihat will govern the ungodly. Israel 
sends for It "that It may sare us" 
(t. 3). The ark contained the tables 
of the law and wat tbe symbol of tbe 

b:10-22). Their 
ajid not In the 
tlod of tbo ark 9urb Is eier tbe dan- 
ger or formalism In religion To carry 
the ark about Jericho trusting In Je- 
hOTah, was quite different from bar- 
boring tbe Bona of Ell, yet thinking 
that Uod could not let tbe ark be 
captured. Tbe cburcbes of our land 
are the saving salt, but "If the Salt 
hath lost Its Biivojr." If Hophnl and 
Phlnehaa bear the ark, nothing but 
defeat and disgrace can be expected; 
though the enemy may tremble (*., 8). 
The Philistines were strong enough 
to smite because of the weakness of 
Israel. They recognized the shouts 
and remembered the mighty deeds of 
JehoTah. which exploits would have 
been repeated bad Israel truly turned 
to God. There was good reason for 
the Philistines to fear. But God was 
not on the Side of Israel at that time. 
The Phlllatlnea began to exhort there- 
seWes. Their call (t. 91 was a good 
one and was used later by Paul ( 1 Cor. 
IS:13i. For them not to do anything 
was to be captured by their former 
•la its. If they fought, they could but 
die.

The two reprobate tons of Hll were 
slain as a punishment for tbelr sins 
and tn fullflllment or the word of God 
(chapter 2:12: 3.13. 141 Their pun- 
ishment came In connection with the 
same holy service they had defiled. 

IV. The Death of Ell, vv. 12-18. The 
aged Ell, now nlnety-elgbt years old. 
was anxiously awaiting news of the 
battle, "for his heart trembled -Tor the 
ark of Rod " Tbls anxiety was quite 
unnecessary iv. 131 God can take 
care of his ark Ell had reason, bow- 
eTer. to tremble for Israel and his 
wicked sona' H" Is an Illustration of 
those Indulgent parents w L ho refuse 
to use discipline In the care of their 
children. 

The ark did not return to Shlloh. 
After lu various vicissitudes It found 
an abiding place in Ibo house of Abin- 
adab, whose son Eleaiar was aanctl- 
tled to take charge of it. Later It 
was taken to Jerusalem, and in the 
meantime Shlloh passed Into oblivion. 
The Golden Text That we learn to 
do by doing Is a fundamental prin- 
ciple In pedagogy Mi-re human words 
do not change character. Youth doea 
not acquire purity of character by 
listening to beautiful statements about 
the virtues Religion la not a last re 
source. It must lie practiced In youih

What is meant by walking tn the- 
light? AccordlilB to this inspired 
apotile In the first 
and second chan- 
ters of this epis- 
tle. It means: 

(1) To perceive 
anC confess sin In 
the faith of Jesus 
Christ— 1:8 — 1: 
I. If a man says 
he has no sin he 
Is not In lbs light 
but In darkness. 
The Christian be- 
liever has Indeed 
so Bin "on" him, 
since Its guilt baa 
been borne by bis 
substitute, Jesue 
Christ, but be still 

ha* nia "lu" hint. To "confess" this 
sin la different from simply ashing 
furgiTCneos for It 

A man may ask forgiveness without 
ever identifying bis sins, but when 
he confesses them be enters into de- 
tall and brings himself Into tbe place 
of judgment for each. But to hold 
fellowship with God In such confes- 
alon Is to know Jesus Christ as the 
propitiation for tin and the ever-living 
Intercessor for his people. He Is lbs 
way. the truth and the life, and no 
man can come unto God save through 
him. 

Jesus the Carpenter. 
[2) But In the second place, walking 
In the light means keeping Ood'S com- 
mandments (3:34); and this In not 
limited to an external observance ot 
the decalogue, but Includes heart sur- 
render to all his revealed will. It Is 
walking, even ss Jesus walked, who 
did always those things that pleased 
his father. Nor does this mean on'y 
the public Jawae. that Joeue ot' the 
three years' ministry, but the private 
Jesus, the Jesus of the home, the vil- 
lage school, tbe shop. It means Jesus. 
the carpenter, who, as Campbell Mor- 
gan says, "never made a yoke that 
galled aa ox." It was because the 
father was well pleased with those si- 
lent years at Nssnrath that the great- 
er, honor of the public ministry was 
conferred. God gives the Hoi* Spirit 
to them that obey him, 

(S) Walking Id the light means lov- 
ing tbe brotherhood, verses 7-11. By 
tbe brotherhood here is meant those 
that are In Christ To lore ana's 
nelsbbor Is an old commandment, but 
tbe "new commandment." of which 
John here speaks. Is loving the breth- 
ren. This lore Is not art amotion or 
passion. It is not a natural, but a 
supernatural eiperlenee. We see It 
defined in 1 Corinthians 11, aa Includ- 
ing such simple things as long-suffer- 
ing, kindness, humility, courtesy, un- 
selfishness, meekness and the like. I 
am with the priest who publicly re- 
buked a col lege president for advising 
tbe graduate that the way to set along 
was to push and crowd other people 
out of tbe way- That may b» the 
way of the world, but It Is not the 
way of Christ and he who nets upon 
it will never know fellowship with 
God. 

(4) Separation from tbe world thus 
becomes s fourth means of walking In 
the light, verses 16-17. There 1* a 
proper love for the world, but It Is not 
that which la Incompatible with the 
lore of the father. There are two ar- 
guments against tbe love of tha world: 
first it passetb away and the lusts 
thereof, and second, "he that doeth 
tbe will of God abldeth forever."

erf Chicken. 

- Tea rooms Id tbe big city shopping 
districts an serving same new vari- 
eties of tho always popular dub aand- 
wlob. While the principal Ingredi- 
ents remain the same each style ot 
club sandwich differs from Its fellow* 
In soma detail which make* It dis- 
tinctive. 

What la known aa a French club 
aandwloh la served with a toasted 
English mnSn substituted for tho 
usual slices of toasted bread. It la 
set down before one garnished with a 
few sprays of parsley, preeaad deep 
Into the yielding surface of the naif 
muffin which tops tbe substantial fill- 
ing of chicken, bacon, mayonnalsev let- 
tuce and sliced tomato Watercress 
Is used In similar fashion, the spray 
of green In either caae being embedded 
111 tbe toasted muffin so firmly that It 
seems to bo a little dower holder. 
Two halves of crumpet are used for a 
similar sandwich and ailed with the 
same combination, making a sand- 
wich still more hearty. 

Where toasted bread la used vari- 
ety Is given to the club sandwich by 
reason Of some other meat or fish ba- 
ins; substituted for the usual founda- 
tion layer of breast of chicken. Thin- 
ly sliced duck l* delicdoa* with the 

bacon and other mgredlenta, and tur- 
key la also another good inbitltnta. 
Strips of rare beer, either cold or 
freshly ant from a hat roast and 
moletened with horseradish may also 
be used, and stripe ot rare steak are 
equally appropriate. 

An oyster club sandwich has for 
Its distinctive feature two or three 
large fried oysters. These are laid 
on the under slice of toast, aprtnkled 
with lemon juice and then topped with 
two • trips of bacon, two lettuce 
leaves, a spoonful of mayonnaise and 
then the second slice ot toast. 

For those who do not care for Mad 
oysters the oyster olub sandwich 
conies In still a different form, the 
oysters being poached In their own 
liquor until the gills curt, when' they 
are. drained of moisture and used for 
the Foundation ot tbe aandwloh. If 
preferred oyster club sandwiches may. 
be served with Russian dressing in- 
stead of mayonnaise, as tbe addition 
of the tomato flavor in the chili aanee 
Is particularly agreeable with oysters, 
either fried or poached. 

Sardine club sandwich Is made 
of large boned sardines sprinkled with 
lemon juice and arranged aa usual 
and finely cnt/t«Tj*xar, either hot or 
cold, offers still another variety. 

The egg clnb sandwich Is usually 
served with s basis/of an egg fried ou 
both sides, shit /<ifl.sBfjed well with 
salt, pepper anfpaprlka before tbe 
other material* for the sandwich are 
added. Hard-boHed eggs, sliced or 
chopped, result In a sandwich lees 
rich. In both cases the eggs should 
be served hoL '. .

One of tbe very Important phases ot 
the work of the Blanassss industrial 
School for Colored Youth is a summer 
school, held for the rural school teach- 
ers during July oC each year. To this 
come about a hundred teachers from 
the rural districts, men and women, 
who are heart and soul in the work. 
Some of these teachers are veil 
trained and competent, but the greater 
number are wholly on ill to teach. 
Many have had no training above llflb 
grade, and often can only read and 
write with great difficulty. During 
the winter of teaching, they often hsvo 
to travel many miles to their school 
bouses, which are usually meager di- 
lapidated frame buildings, neither wind 
dot raJnjuw/, when fliey are com- 
pelled to teach all grades and ases 
In one room. For this they receive 
pitifully email salaries, snd . If they 
want to add any special work over the 
regular curriculum, the pennies af the 
children, with a share of their own 
email Income, sre forced to meet the 

sdded expense. 

They must find enough Inspiration 
during this, one abort month at the 
summer school to carry them through 
their trying winter. The itate of Vir- 
ginia contributes to the work. Be- 
sides this summer school, there Is held 
for these rural teachers of northern 
Virginia, a Teachers' institute during 
the Christmas holidays, where all 
•juestlons relating to school life and 
work are discussed by prominent 
speakers, as well as general discus- 
sions oo subjects of school hygiene 
and teaching methods. 

There Is no doubt that the work 
accomplished by tbe school, both In 
its training of the children and In the 
broader field of Its community work, 
is of vital Importance to the people 
of northern Virginia — not alone to the 
colored man, but to the whits man a* 
well. That the white man fully real- 
lies this ceo be Judged by the fact 
that tbe mayor of Manassas lays that 
tbe colored community all love aad 
work for the school, Bud forget to get 
drunk and get Into Jail. One mayor 
told a friend of the school, some years 
ago, that he attributed bis empty Jail 
to the Influence of the Manassas In- 
dustrial school. 

The great ^.najiclal stress confront 
lag this country on account of the Eu- 
ropean war, and the diverting Into 
foreign channels of much of the sup 
port which in ordinary years goes to 
our own philanthropies, baa forced 
Manassas, as well a* other school* of 
this typs. Into a very difficult posi- 
tion. Tfje vitality of this work I* too 
■trong to let It die, but If tbe strug- 
gle for existence becomes too great, 
tbe work must suffer. There Is dan 
Iter of the crippling of one of our most 
valuable luititutlon*, which bas only 
gained power for good through years 
of untiring effort and aacrlflee. 



Tbe New Jersey state board of edu- 
cation decided thai tbe Borden town 
Industrial School tos Colored Youths 
shall be made an Industrial Institution 
in fact and not merely a school for 
the academic tralmlsg of Negro resi- 
dents of the state. 

Contemporaneously with tbls deci- 
sion the board accessed the resigna- 
tions of James If. ssregory. principal 
of the New Jersey ashaol; Mrs. Greg- 
ory, the matron, or preceptress, and 
J. Francis Oregory, tewebur of Engltab. 
Mr. and Mrs. Oregory had been asao> 
elated with the schoej for IS years, 
or practically since Its reception ilotb 
admitted that, although they had het"\ 
trained to leach academic branches 
they did not feel equipped to care for 
the needs of a purely agricultural and 
mechanical arts aeboel. 

Attempts to cboose a successor to 
Principal Gregory precipitated a 
wrangle In the board aad the matter 
was laid over for a month. The com- 
mittee on the Bordestown school rec- 
ommended the selection of William 11 
Valentine, a Negro educator ot Indian- 
apolis, who wse graeTsated from Har- 
vard in 1301. He is bow a supervising 
principal, having cbasgc of a number 
of schools, and for three years has 
been vice prenldent of tbe National 
Education Association for Colored 
Teachers. 

Former Senator Joseph 3. Frellog- 
huysen and John P. Murray thought 
that more than one name sbould be 
presented for con aids ret ion He also 
advocated making the selection from 
Tuskegee Institute with a view of 
bringing the Dordeatowa school Into 
closer touch witb Hooker T. Washing- 
ton and bis associate educators. The 
committee waa disponed to resent the 
comment ot the oblMtidg-member* aa 
a reflection upon Us Mgment- 

The Bordentows school, a* recently 
brought to public attention, has been 
an object of serious sriflclsm for It* 
seeming failure to aceomptlib the alms 
for which It was eetsMtaked. In short 
the Industrial featuiaa. Including agri- 
culture and the iniiih— ft si arts, were 
subordinated to the teaehlug of acad- 
emic subject*. 

Tho situation Is ta be exactly re- 
versed, according to the plana for tha 
future outlined by the state board.

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DUTY A PERSONAL MATTER 

Lows XIV of France used to say. "I am the State." What 
tile yrand monarch said, in his pride, every American citizen may 
say in his humility-:-' 1 1 am the State." ~r~ 

In England, the king is in place, but the House of Commons 
is in power. In the United Slates, whoever is president, the peo- 
ple are in power. 

Hence, the people deserve the credit when affairs go right, 
and deserve the blame when affairs go wrong.' Nor can we shift 
the responsibility or abdicate the throne. Born like other prince^ 
in the purple and called to rule by a diviner right than other kings, 
we 'must accept the responsibility of power. If bad laws go on the 
statute books, we are largely to blame. We permit the legisla- 
tion ; if not actively, then passively. If good laws are unenforced, 
we aie also at fault. We do not insist upon their execution. 

This indifference and preoccupation on the part of most of us 
is the chief danger to our liberty and our rights. Otherwise good 
men are too busy with material interests and pursuits to give time 
and thought to civic and political interests. r- 

The need of the hour is the making cif race interests and civic 
duties a personal matter. When the call comes, by mail or 
through these columns, to attend a meeting of counsel or protest, 
that call means you. It is. a personal matter. 

The Negro population in St. Louis is not an abstract propo- 
sition. It is made up of fifty-odd thousand yous. The body is not 
one member, but many — eyes, ears pose, mouth, hands, feet and 
vital organs. But these members work co-ordinately, as the doc- 
tors say ; that is, they all work together, under one will, towards 
a common end. „ — 

That's our cue — all work together, with a common object, un- 
der one_head. So far, we have lacked the power which comes 
from organization and federation. 

There is generalship on the other side. The dangers which 
threaten us are organized and allied. So are all factors of civiliza- 
tion — war, commerce, business, politics, education, everything — 
except the Negro. 

Is.it any wonder we are continually assailed and frequently 
worsted, when we have never federated for great comrtion of- 
fensive and defensive purposes? 



THE NEED OF UNITY 

Once again we call for united effort and action against "the in- 
famous measure which it is proposed to enact against us. 

Single or divided efforts will not avail; it needs a united ef- 
fort to grapple with the wealth, influence and power arrayed 
against us. 

Was it not Schiller who said, "Divide the thunder into single 
notes, and it becomes a lullaby' for children; but pour it forth in 
one quick peal, and the loyal sound shall shake the heavens," 

This hatred is so deep-rooted, the weight of interest and 
prejudice on its side so vast, that we sometimes fear it will not be 
washed out until it is washed out with blood ; that onr day of real 
freedom will be like Egypt's, when "God came forth from his 
place, his right hand clothed in thunder," and the jubilee of Israel 
was echoed by Egypt's wailing for. her first-born. 

How hard it is to reach the callous heart of selfishness; how 
hard to ronse the blinded conscience which makes dohafc of more 
value than duties, and social standing a stronger argument than 
Holv Writ! *"""

KEEPS DRAIN PIPES CLEAN 

Arrangement That May tie Of Heme 

Construction Has Been 

Recommended. 

A device for the kitchen sink that 
has proved successful tat keeping the 
drain plpea clean' la made of a wooden 
frame and ordinary window screen. 
Make a wooden . frame, about two 
Inches high, just wide enough to lit 
nicely Into the sink, and not quits aa 
long aa the Inside of the sink. On 
one end of this nail s board, eoreting 
about half the length of the frame; 
oo the other end, on the opposite side, 
nsll a piece of wire window screen. 
This device may be kept In the sink 
always, the dlabpan set on the wooden 
part, and anything ponred on the other 
part will be strained before reaching 
the pipes. This may be easily cleaned, 
and the wire screening renewed at 
small eipense, when worn through. 
It la better .than the ordinary sink 
Strainer, aa it covers the bottom of 
the stab, ' and. , catches everything 
thrown Into it.— Holland's Maasilne,
